We  still  maintain  the  same  rank  among  American,  though  we 
have  passed  three  European  Libraries  during  the  year,  there  be¬ 
ing  altogether  sixty-five  in  existence  larger  than  our  own. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  debt  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the 
gallery  having  been  carried  over  from  1875,  there  was  a  dimin¬ 
ished  available  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  consequently, 
the  accessions  were  less  than  usual.  A  combination  in  the  .Book 
Trade  increasing  the  cost  some  20  percent,  at  a  time  so  manifestly 
inopportune,  also  had  a  similar  effect,  but  negotiations  have  been 
recently  concluded,  the  practical  result  of  which  is  a  return  to 
former  rates. 

The  Board  have,  however,  made  it  a  matter  of  great  concern  to 
meet  all  reasonable  wants  of  members  in  this  respect.  Although 
the  books  are  in  each  instance  selected  with  reference  to  their  in¬ 
trinsic  merits,  so  far  as  these  can  be  learned  either  by  actual 
examination  or  the  opinion  of  competent  judges,  yet  other  things 
being  equal,  preference  is  always  given  to  such  as  may  have  been 
specially  desired,  even  if  the  wish  may  have  .been  expressed  by 
but  a  single  member.  Blank  forms  of  request  have  been  specially 
prepared  for  the  convenience  of  members,  and  the}’  are  at  all 
times  to  be  found  at  the  principal  desk. 

The  iv  oard  do  not,  however,  make  a  total  surrender  of  the 
discretionary  power  which  in  these,  as  in  all  other  cases,  is  vested 
in  them  by  the  organic  law.  The  supply  of  duplicate  copies  of 
new  or  popular  books  in  sufficient  numbers  to  meet  the  ent" 
mand  for  them  is  a  subject  of  great  perplexity.  It  is  b' 
that  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  for  any  library  to  meet  s*  f 
demand  where  the  annual  payments  amount  to  so  small  a  sun* 
four  dollars.  But  while  this  demand  cannot  be  fully  met,  everv 
exertion  is  made  to  supply  it  proportionably  to  the  exact  ri 
applications ;  accordingly,  lists  are  kept  in  which  a  record  is  ct 
made  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  all  such  books,  of  the  num. ' 
of  copies  on  the  shelves  and  in  circulation,  and  the  number  c 
plicate  copies  purchased  is  based  on  the  information  which  this"" 
record  shows.

For  the  first  time,  as  far  as  known,  since  the  organization  of  the 
Library,  death  has  invaded  the  ranks  of  our  employees,  and  of  the 
Board  itself.  Miss  Keyser,  the  first  lady  ever  employed  in  our 
service,  and  who  had  satisfactorily  performed  her  duties  for  a 
period  of  over  twelve  years,  was  called  from  our  midst  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  At  a  later  period,  the  Board  were  called 
upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  their  own  number  in  the  person 
of  our  beloved  and  lamented  Vice-President.  Oliver  Howard 
Wilson  was  a  man  in  whose  bosom  beat  a  warm,  generous  heart, 
incapable  of  any  mean  or  ignoble  purpose,  open  as  the  day  and 
true  to  every  manly  instinct.  For  fifteeu  years  he  faith'"  ’ly 
served  the  Library  as  a  Director,  during  the  last  ten  of  whi<  .  ae 
was  also  Vice-President.  He  was  a  zealous,  devoted  friend  to 
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every  measure  which  he  believed  would  promote  the  interests  of 
the  Library,  and  he  was  ever  to  he  found  at  his  post  of  duty* 
The  vacancy  thus  created  in  the  office  of  Vice-President  was  filled 
by  the  election  of  James  G.  Barnwell. 

It  would  gratify  us  exceedingly  were  we  able  to  report  to  you, 
as  we  have  on  former  occasions,  a  decided  increase  in  our  financial 
resources.  But  the  recent  reports  of  all  stock  and  subscription 
Libraries  tell  the  same  monotonous  story  of  dull  times,  dimin¬ 
ished  receipts,  increasing  debts,  and,  where  there  is  not  an  absolute 
falling  off,  a  total  stand  still.  That  our  affairs  are  not  in  as  bad 
a  condition  is  of  itself,  perhaps,  a  proper  subject  of  congratulation, 
and  all  that  we  should  reasonably  expect  is  to  be  enabled  to  hold 
our  own,  while  we  tide  over  this  period  of  almost  unexampled 
prostration  of  all  industrial  pursuits.
